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Landmark Bill Could Provide 
Relief to Amateurs From 
Restrictive Covenants 


A bill introduced in Congress could provide 

relief to amateurs who are prevented by private deed 
covenants, conditions and restrictions — CC&R’s — 
from installing outdoor antennas. Rep. Steve Israel 
(D-NY) introduced the “Amateur Radio Emergency 
Communications Consistency Act” May 14. The 
measure — designated H.R. 4720 — would require 
private land-use regulators — such as homeowners’ 
associations — to “reasonably accommodate” Ama- 
teur Radio antennas consistent with the PRB-1 
limited federal preemption. PRB-1 now applies only 
to states and municipalities. 


The measure contains but one sentence: 


For purposes of the Federal Communications Com- 
mission’s regulation relating to station 

antenna structures in the Amateur Radio Service 
(47 CFR 97.15), any private land use rules applica- 
ble to such structures shall be treated as a state or 
local regulation and shall be subject to the same re- 
quirements and limitations as a state or local regu- 
lation. 


Israel, whose father, Howard, is K2JCC, said in a 
statement read into the Congressional Record that 
under current law, the FCC does not apply its PRB-1 
policy consistently. “My bill addresses this issue and 
provides Amateur Radio licensees with the ability to 
negotiate reasonable accommodation provisions 
with homeowners’ associations, just as they do now 
with public land-use regulators”, he said. 


In his statement, Israel called CC&R’s “a growing 
challenge” to Amateur Radio’s ability to provide 
public service communication. Good faith negotia- 
tions, he said, “ensure that an Amateur Radio opera- 
tor’s technical needs are met, while preserving the 
aesthetics and interests of a neighborhood.”
